There lived, reached and taught 
near Hartsville a famous man. who 
died In 1746 and Is buried in the 
cemetery of hts church. 
The man was William Tennent, 
Irish-horn,who became an Anglican, 
but later became a Presbyterian 
minister, wnen ne married an E ng-1 
Bsh girl of that persuasion. 
The present Neshamlny of W ar­ 
wick Presbyterian church, built in 
1743-44, is a later edifice, hut the 
same church which Tennent had. 
There is placed In the outside 
wall of the current church a stone 
dated 1710, said to have come from 
the old cemetery wall, which was 
built of the remains of the firfct 
edifice, erected in 1726-27. 
When William Tennent came to 
Bucks County, he settled on a farm 
which is now part of Christ's Home, 
W arminster. He had four sons, 
whom he wished to train for the 
ministry. 
• 
Deciding that the few really good 
colleges were too far away for his 
sons, he built a small, log cabin, 
twenty by twenty feet, which be­ 
came known as “The Log College," 
and was in exlstance from 1736 to 
1746. 
When word got around that he 
was Instructing his sons for the 
ministry, other parents sent their 
sons to learn under him. From the 
many men who • were graduated 
from

College” 
came 
sixty-three 
other 
colleges 
arid 
schools in the United States, all 
founded by a Tennent graduate.

Is peace a disaster? Are we so wedded to war-preparation 
that we as a nation, and our public officials as leaders, cannot 
face up to the loss of the easy profits and false security reckless 
rearmament has brought us? 
Are we a nation of war-profiteers, willing to sell short our 
future as indivduals and as a country for a few brief seasons of 
short-lived "prosperity?" 
The realities of our situation are terrifying, and it perhaps 
is not so much greed as fear which makes so -large a portion of 
our population shut their eyes to the facts. 
Tbe Depression itself is not dead, merely dormant, shut off 
from view by what now has run into more than twenty years of 
war "prosperity.” 
Inflation continues to rage. In twenty years our American 
Dollar has shed between two-thirds and three fourths of its 
value, and at the present can still go in only one direction— 
down. At this length of time after the Civil War, which is the 
last previous occasion on which our nation went off the Gold 
Standard, preparations were well under way to get hack tp hard 
money. But today the topic of Gold Standard raises almost as 
much consternation as the subject of peace.

It may be. I here are those who believe, if this is true, a 
firing squad ought to be summoned for those who allowed our 
military might of eight years ago to be dissipated, and allowed 
the uncountable billions appropriated thereafter for rebuilding 
our defenses to be squandered for other objectives, including 
politics. 
I here are those who, publicly or privately, remember the 
deadly parallel between what we are being told today about the 
intentions of Russia, and the manner in which Hitler terrified the 
Germ an people with stories of the military designs of Czecho­ 
slovakia and Austria and Poland. 
There are those who, having watched many years, back to 
the days of the A -B-C deals in the Pacific before the W ar, have 
seen Big Lie after Big Lie told by our national government, and 
will believe what they hear about conditions abroad only when 
all censorship by our government is wiped out and all liars un­ 
covered in our striped-pants brigade promptly dismissed. 
The frightful cost of what is going on today falls most heav­ 
ily, not upon this generation which continues its feverish delusion 
of "prosperity", but upon the future. 
The draft alone is enough to undermine the nation of 
tomorrow. 
Civilization, since its dawn in Cromagnon caves, has de­ 
veloped upon one fundamental principle— the zeal of parents 
to protect and improve the lot of their off-spring. 
I hat principle is being destroyed and lost, insidiously, by 
the impossibility of parents today planning, or helping, or pre­ 
paring— and by the inability of the children themselves to call 
their lives their own during what proves, in innumerable cases, 
to be the most significant years. 
Meanwhile, with American currency, credit and economy 
going down the drain on one side, and the youth of the nation 
being subjected to such demoralizations and disturbances in their 
form ative years, what has becom e of the ideals we used to 
ciate with Him whose resurrection gave us Easter? 
How recently has any diplomat invoked such concepts as 
Justice, or Humanitarianism, or Self-Determ ination? 
W e ourselves, as a nation, are in a sore spot to talk such 
topics, for we are the nation who turned our back on the Russian 
rape of the Baltic, who thereafter put our benediction on the 
bloody-handed Soviet, who opened our arms to Stalin at the 
very moment the League of Nations had received its deathblow 
from him; who sanctified the unholy partition of Poland by 
Russia and the NazieE, who turned our back on the independence 
movement in the Balkans, allowed our friends to be slaughtered. 


and delivered that whole area over to Russia as part of her 
"sphere of influence"; we are the ones who traded Manchuria, 
which didn't belong to us, over to Russia to bring her into the 
war with Japan after we had won it; who gave away the Kuriles, 
and half of Korea, and a host of other places which we didn't 
own, as bribes to the im placable Russian B ear; and who, as a 
crowning touch to our shame, thereafter sold out our one great 
friend of the Far East— Nationalist China. 
With such a shabby record, we are in no position to rely 
for future partners and future leadership upon any other prin­ 
ciple save that of might alone. 
This is a terrible indictment. Do not the facts justify it ? 
Preview them for yourself. 
But remember, wheh someone tells you again, for propa­ 
ganda purposes, "you never had it so good," the unpaid cost of 
our present position in history is the wreckage which inevitably 
follows inflation, plus the wastage of this nation's resources, plus 
the demoralization and impoverishment of our coming genera­ 
tions, plus a record in world diplomacy of shame, deceit and b e­ 
trayal which no amount of tears ever can blot out.
